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Abstract of the Disclosure 

A method for manufacturing a press fabric for a 
paper machine includes the attachment of a strip of 
top laminate layer material to a base fabric using a 
heat-activated adhesive film. The top laminate layer 
5 material may be a woven fabric, a nonwoven mesh, or a 
thermoplastic sheet material, and, in any case, has 
the heat-activated adhesive film bonded to one of its 
two sides. The strip of top laminate layer material
